‘*God Bizad”’ 


There are 32,500 of the great Navaho tribe. 
They have quadrupled their number since 
1868, when there were but 8,000 of them. A 
careful estimate based upon the census re- 
turns would indicate that they are doubling 
their number every twenty-five years. 

There are 11,000 children of school age, 
and of this number only a trifle over 2,000 
are provided for, giving for the whole tribe 
ninety-three per cent of illiteracy, and mak- 
ing this the darkest spot in the United States. 

Outside the schools hardly any speak the 
English language, so that the missionaries 
must either master the lan- 
guage or use an interpreter. 

The imperative need of 
the Scriptures in the native 
tongue early led the mis- 
sionaries to take up the 
work of translation. The 
language had never been 
reduced to writing, and 
when it was undertaken the 
extent of it was found to be 
amazing. Owing to the di- 
vision of all objects into 
fourteen classes, some verbs 
have fourteen times as many 
forms as in English. Some 
Navaho verbs have as many 
as fourteen hundred forms. 

The Rev. Herman Frii- 
ling, missionary of the 
Christian Reformed Church 
located at Fort Defiance, 
Ariz., now among the Zuni 
Indians, was the pioneer in 
reducing the language to 

writing, publishing in 1905 
a translation of a Catechism by Borstius. A 
little Iater the work was taken up by the Rev. 
L. P. Brink, of the Christian Reformed Church 
located at Tohatchi, N. M., and about the same 
time the Rev. Alexander Black, Presbyterian 
missionary at Fort Defiance, and the Rev. 
John Butler, Presbyterian missionary at Tuba, 
Ariz., began work independently. In 1910 
Mr. Brink published through the American 
Bible Society a translation of Genesis and 
Mark. 

About this time the Southwest Indian Mis- 
sionary Conference appointed a committee for 
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the work, consisting of L. P. Brink, Alexan- 
der Black, John Butler, and F. G. Mitchell, 
and this committee has persevered with the 
task until we have now our heart’s desire, the 
completed work, consisting of the most needed 
books and portions of the Bible. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has 
granted permission to instruct the children in 
the government schools in reading this trans- 
lation side by side with the English Bible, and 
it is expected that they will become so pro- 
ficient that they can read it intelligibly to their 
people in the camps, all of whom are still sit- 
ting in the dense darkness of heathenism, a 
prey to superstitious fear and enslaved by sin 
in many forms. The following incident will 
serve to illustrate the very 
great value of this transla- 
tion in the work of evan- 
gelizing the Navaho tribe. 

One day, a missionary 
having saddled his horse 
tied his blankets on behind, 
put a little lunch in the sad- 
dle pocket for the first day 
at noon, said good-by to the 
home folks, and started out 
on a fifty-mile trip, to last 
five days. Ashe rode along 
over the barren waste skirt- 
ing the river he was asking 
God to make a way for the 
truth and to aid him to 
make it plain. Nine miles 
out he climbed the face of 
the mesa and found himself 
straining his eyes along the 
course of the road for 
twenty miles, as it traced 
its way through the vast 
expanse of the Painted Des- 


miles. 

As he was about to drop off his horse he saw 
a black speck in the distance, and knew in- 
stinctively that it was a Navaho horseman. 
By the time the horse was hobbled to pick up 
a little grass, and the missionary had settled 
down in the shade of a greasewood bush to 
eat his lunch, the rider came plainly into view 
and in a very short time was seated under the 
same bush, sharing the lunch. ‘‘ Where are 
you going?”’ asked the native. ‘‘ Iam going 
to the lakes,” replied the missionary. ‘‘ What 
are you going to do up there?”’ said the In- 
dian, and the missionary replied, “You know 
what Iam going to do. I am going to tell 
the Good News.’” He said, ‘‘It is no use 


to go up there now, this week they are having

The missionary’s heart sank for a moment 
then faith revived with the thought of the wa 
in which Christian over¢ame Apollyon. H 
said, ‘I will at least improve the present or 
portunity,’’ and proceeded to tell Zaha all h 
could of the gospel—with his limited knowl 
edge of the Navaho. Then he went forward 
pleading that word from the Book, “‘ Greate 
is he that is in you than he that is in th 
world.”’ 

The first night was spent at the camp o 
Donagahi (The Man who Cannot Walk)

When supper was over and the firelight was 
gleaming on the red faces in the circle, the 
Old, Old Story was told to them to the best o: 
the missionary’s ability. Then a chief pres 
ent, Dineh Yazi, who had heard the gospe 
many times, supplemented the imperfect pres 
entation by telling all he knew about it. 

Next day Ja-di-nih-i’s (Sore Leg) place 
was visited, where the same thing occurrec 
again, Chief Dineh Yazi being present. 

” At the close of the talk the chief said 

Why do you not go down to where the cere 
mony is being held? They are resting to-day 
and will listen to you,’’ Taking the sugges 
tion as from the Lord, the missionary wen 
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the camp of Tsi-des-giz-ni Yaz-i, and was 
srdially greeted by the medicine man in 
yarge and given a sheepskin on which to re- 
ine—next him and near the patient. 
‘The sick woman, about fifty years of age, 
as doubtless suffering from indigestion as a 
sult of much coffee and frying-pan bread; 
qt the medicine man, having inquired into 
-e family history, decided it was because her 
other fifty years ago (just before the patient 
as born) had seen two bears killed, and now 
1e spirits of these bears were giving her all 
er trouble! 
The method of treatment was to make a big 
re in the middle of the hogan, men and 
‘omen all stripped to the waist being thus 
1ade to perspire so freely that the sweat ran 
f them. ‘Then an emetic weed, bruised in 
‘ater, was administered to the patient and all 
resent except the medicine man. Thus,with 
veryone helping the patient to throw off the 
vil spirits it was evident to the patient that 
he would have relief. The practitioner waved 
is sacred feathers, driving out the spirits, 
nd outside where they must pass was a bou- 
uet of flowers and feathers and a pan of meal 
yr their comfort—that they might be ap- 
eased for being driven out! 

As it was a rest day, all seemed pleased to 
ave the missionary come, and after the news 
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had been told he drew from his pocket the 
manuscript Gospel of Mark,and turning to the 
story of the man of Gadara he read to the 
company of heathen men and women in their 
own language of him who had power to cast 
out a legion of devils. It is needless to say, 
the audience was spellbound by the reading of 
this record, which was so peculiarly appropri- 
ate to the occasion and so suited to their 
need. 

The missionary was given a very forceful 
illustration of the fact that the ‘‘ Old Book is 
right up to date for every people in every 
age.”’ 

When the reading and comment were fin- 
ished the impressive silence was broken by the 
medicine man himself, usually the strongest 
opponent of the gospel which will release the 
people from his power. He said: “‘My 
friends, I have often thought there was some- 
thing lacking in our Navaho religious sys- 
tem; surely this book from which our younger 
brother has read to us this story is the very 
truth.”’ 

Because the Lord had proved himself 
stronger than Satan, and had given signal 
manifestation of it all along the way, the mis- 
sionary turned his willing horse homeward 
with a song of triumph in his heart and upon 
his lips. 


The Bible Missionary in Japan 


R. HERBERT W. SCHWARTZ, who 

has been the Society’s Agent in Japan 
ince 1911, has been detained in this country 
y an illness necessitating a serious surgical 
peration. He is fortunate in having a wife 
rho, in his absence, can represent his work 
rorthily. It is to her pen that we are indebted 
ot the following lucid description of what is 
eing done to give the Bible to those who need 
-mostin Japan: | 

Dear Friends: 1 am sure that many of you 
now very little of the routine work of the 
\merican Bible Society in Japan. 

The Bible Societies in Japan, British and 
\merican, and the Christian Literature Soci- 
ty, compete in the open market, as it were, 
or the good of men’s souls; and their com- 
etitors are the publishers of all the trash, na- 
ive and translated, that publishers of none- 
90-nice a conscience find it profitable to print. 
\ll over Japan the Bible is being sold and

1 the vernacular, in an authorized translation 
hat is the cumulative result of years of study 


by able men, who gave their lives to Japan 
when foreign service was better appreciated 
than it is to-day.”’ 

Distribution of the Scriptures is carried on 
by our faithful colporteurs. They go through 
the country with Bibles and Scripture portions 
that can be sold cheap enough for the poorest 
to purchase. They are the first preachers the 
people actually hear. They do the first plant- 
ing of the seed; then come the evangelist. 
and teachers, who water and tend the plant as 
it develops. 

It was in 1872 that the American Bible So- 
ciety began its work in Japan. Even yet, 
‘« while the signboards were up along the high- 
ways prohibiting the Christian religion and 
threatening with death even the God of the 
Christians, should he be bold enough to come 
to Japan—and while men were being impris- 
oned who were converts or who were sus- 
pected of being so.” 

Since that time we have scattered through 
the length and breadth of this Island Empire 
over three million Bibles and Scripture por- 


tions. ; 
But of one special undertaking I wish. to 
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tell, and trust to enlist your interest and prac- 
tical sympathy. A scheme for giving Bibles 
to all the prisoners in the district covered by 
the American Bible Society’s work originated 
inaremarkable way and has grown from small 
beginnings into an undertaking of no small 
proportions. It originated with a colporteur 
who was working in the city of Kofu, Yama- 
nashi Ken. The idea was born in this way. 
One Sunday, when out for a walk, he came 
to the ruins of the old feudal castle of the dis- 
trict, which stands on the summit of a hill. 

From there he looked out over the city of 
Kofu and the country about. His eye rested 
upon the extensive quarters of Kofu prison, a 
large area encircled by a massive brick wall. 
As he sat looking at this gloomy pile his heart 
became greatly stirred within him, for he 
thought of the pitiable condition of the hun- 
dreds of convicts there confined. All, he said 
to himself, were sinners for whom Christ had 
died. His heart went out to them and he 
seemed to feel the very longing of their 
hearts coming to him. He, too, thought of 
his own life; “If I had not been saved four 
years ago by Jesus Christ, what might not 
my condition have been by this time!’’ He 
praised God for his salvation, and a voice 
seemed to say to him—‘‘To-morrow, go 
there with your Bibles,’’ and he replied, 
uv eseLord. Luwill.got,’ 

I cannot go into detail and explain the diffi- 
culties he met when he presented himself and 
his project to the officials of the prison on the 
following morning. Suffice to say that after 
hours of consultation with the gate keeper 
and the higher officials, his persistence was 
rewarded, and by evening he returned happy 
in the fact that a promise had been made that 
he could present each prisoner with a Bible, 
providing that the books could be given free 
of charge. 

Having secured the permission he must now 
get the Bibles, and that meant eight hundred 
of them, which he confidently felt would be 
forthcoming. 

I wonder if there are any of us who would 
censure our brother for taking this risk? 

Tuesday morning he started forth, confi- 
dent that God was with him in the project. 

He stepped into the store of a prosperous 
merchant, a man of the world, and told him 
the plan and the money he was starting out 
to raise. Can you imagine his surprise when 
the merchant said: ‘‘Why, that is just what I 
would be glad to do! I will give you the money 
those books would cost. Please let me do it 
for these poor men.’’ 

The eight hundred books were ordered and 
forwarded from Yokohama headquarters at 
once, and so within a week our happy colpor- 
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teur was back at the prison gate with seve! 
cases of New Testaments. 

A surprised, not to say nonplussed and in 
terested, group of officials met him. They 
had in truth never expected to see this per 
sistent man or his Bibles again. But sure 
enough there he was, and they graciously re 
ceived him and accepted his gift. What is 
more they distributed the Bibles to every in. 
mate, faithfully fulfilling their promise. 

After this was accomplished, the warder 
called the colporteur into his private office. 
““Tell me,’ he said, ‘“why is it you have 
worked with such untiring energy, baffled by 
no opposition, to do such a great thing for the 
miserable men who are in this prison; I can- 
not understand it.” 

For over an hour the warden listened to an 
account of the colporteur’s personal experi- 
ence of salvation, which had been unique. He 
told of God’s pity for men without hope, and 
how Christianity had saved him, a sinful man, 
and had led him to carry to others the Word 
of God that they, too, might find salvation. 

The official was deeply touched, and his 
eyes were filled with tears, as he replied: “I 
want to thank you for what you have done and 
what you have said. I know little about 
Christianity, and for the first time I have 
some understanding of the true spirit of your 
Chrustiz 

Out of this experience in Kofu the question 
came to Dr. Schwartz—‘ Why could not the 
same be done by us for allthe prisoners, 
with the faith that our colporteur showed in 
Kofu?” 

Dr. Schwartz felt that there would be others 
who would be glad, like the Kofu merchant, 
to help make such an undertaking not only 
possible but a success, and by so doing carry 
out into practice Christ’s beautiful words: “‘I 
was in prison and ye came unto me.”’ 

But it was realized that it was not going to 
be an easy enterprise. According to official 
returns there are from fifty to sixty thousand 
men and women sleeping upon the cold prison 
floors in the empire of Japan. Twenty-six 
thousand of these were in the territory under 
our jurisdiction, of whom only three hundred 
were women. Estimates were prepared, and 
it was found that if carried to success such an 
undertaking would cost at the lowest the sum 
of 6,500 yen. 

Did we have the faith of our Kofu colpor- 
teur ? Could we risk the cost, and trust to rich 
merchants and God’s people to help us out ? 

Sometimes it seems to us as though we had 
to consider that even the cup of water that we 
wished to give had its price. ; 

But God seemed to be leading Dr. Schwartz 
to go forward. Friends became enthusiastic 
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nd were joined by missionaries and Japanese 
yastors, and even by non-Christians who were 
nxious to see the undertaking accomplished. 

The important matter of going forward was 
letermined upon; therefore it was next nec- 
‘ssary to secure official permission to present 
he Bibles. The difficulties encountered in 
his respect almost seemed insurmountable. 
twas as if a massive prison gate loomed be- 
ore us. Could we ever secure permission ? 

We surely did, but it entailed an endless 
mount of correspondence and hard work and 
he consumption of yards of red tape, and even 
hen we would not have been successful had 
here not been a few progressive, broad- 
ninded men in authority, who did not hesitate 
o give us their powerful aid. 

Many of you do not realize that only a few 
years ago it would have been utterly impossi- 
ale to have secured the government permis- 
sion to carry out such a Christian project. 

Now let us return to ournarrative. During 
he effort to get official permission, a news- 
yaper reporter made public our plan, writing 
a glowing account and ascribing to us much 
bigger plans than were actually projected. 
Truly, it seemed now that we were fully com- 
mitted to the undertaking, and it became an 
absolute necessity to carry it through to com- 
plete success. 

After continued effort we finally overcame 
the first great obstacle, and got the govern- 
ment on our side. We were now free to pre- 
sent a copy of the Holy Scriptures to every 
prisoner in Japan in the territory covered by 
the American Bible Society. 

In our first estimate of costs we planned to 
give the 5-sez edition (two and a half cents). 
It quickly developed, however, that there were 
serious objections to the cheap edition, which 
may be set down as follows: The presenta- 
tion of the cheapest edition would be no credit 
to ourselves; and would also be regarded 
with contempt by the Buddhist priests, who 
would naturally see the books when they vis- 
ited the prisoners; but the strongest objection 
of all was that the volume would be but little 
valued by the prisoners themselves, as the 
paper of this edition is poor and the type 
small, which it was to be feared would not be 
easily readable in the dimly lighted prison 
cell. 

These objections were brought to us from 
several sources, and finally it was decided that 
the 25-sen edition should be the one chosen, 
which increased our original estimate no less 
than five times. 

And other discouragements were to follow. 


We did not at once find our “‘rich merchant’’ - 


who would gladly pay our bill, and at that time 
discouraging word was received by cable tell- 
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ing us of acut in our appropriation. But our 
good friend Mr. Muraoka, the Bible Society 
printer, came to our rescue, and said he would 
print the Bibles and wait for payment. 

While carrying out this great undertaking 
the serious illness and unexpected departure 
of Dr. Schwartz for America was very unfor- 
tunate, for it left a noble enterprise uncom- 
pleted, the work of carrying it on devolving 
upon his co-workers. 

As he was leaving Japan, he said: ‘‘If this 
is the last work I am permitted to do for 
Japan it will be the greatest I have ever 
done. The gift of a specially bound Bible 
to the emperor does not compare with the 
giving of a New Testament to 26,000 pris- 
oners.”’ 

One Japanese remarked that, ‘‘In this great 
effort put forth by Dr. Schwartz, we catch a 
glimpse of his big and unfathomable heart of 
love for Japan and the Japanese.”’ 

Mr. Aurell, the acting Agent, with the ad- 
visory committee undertook to raise part of 
the money from the Japanese church, as it 
seemed a splendid opportunity to enlist them 
in the undertaking. 

Even before our appeal went our contribu- 
tions began to come in daily from churches 
and individuals. We were indeed pleased to 
find that our Christian friends were deeply in- 
terested, and gave us their enthusiastic ap- 
proval and practical aid. When Baron Mori- 
mura heard of our plan he sent us 300 yen, 
with a letter of hearty approval. The baron 
is one of Japan’s rich men, and was himself 
converted to Christianity through the reading 
of Mr. Kochi’s book, ‘‘My Twenty-three Years 
in Prison.’? When the baron was about to be 
baptized he asked that the rite might be per- 
formed by Mr. Kochi. Ever since his conver- 
sion this venerable business man has been 
deeply interested in Christian work for pris- 
oners. 

Among many contributions were some of 
more than ordinary interest. One was of 9 sen, 
and was received from a Sunday-school class. 
One of the boys of thisclass wrote: “ To-day 
we heard for the first time from our Sunday- 
school teacher of the bad and hard lives of 
the prisoners, and how they suffer many cruel 
things, and how hopeless they are. He told 
us of your plan to give them the Bible, and we 
made a collection, which I am sending you.”’ 
Two yen was received from a woman who 
works in a factory. She having heard of our 
project wrote of her interest and her desire 
to help. ' 

Let the reader consider this. A day’s work | 
ina Japanese factory is a long and ill-paid 
task. Anything from twelve hours to eight- 
een for tired, and in many cases worn-out, 
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women! Two yen represents at least five days’ 
work, a valuable gift in the sight of God, for 
truly ‘‘ she of her want did cast in.” 

Another letter: ‘For eighteen years I have 
been a prisoner inthe Minagi prison. Butnow 
I have a hope, since you so kindly sent me the 
Bible. I have felt that evil on every side had 
been dragging me down, like a great octopus, 
with its many arms, and that each arm had 
hands that were claws, and that they had me 
in their clutches, so that there was no way of 
escape, nothing but hopeless wretchedness 
before me.”’ 

This brother’s extremity was God’s oppor- 
tunity, through us, and we share the joy in 
saving a lonely soul. He added: “I began 
to read the new and strange book. I spent 
every spare moment I had. I poured over it, 
and began to have a hunger for its words, asa 
starved animal for food. I want to thank you 
and tell you I am beginning to find God, and 
a hope that he will forgive my sins is coming 
into my soul.” 

Again: “I am a prisoner for many years. 
I have been a very wicked man, but sinful as 
I was I received the Word of God from you. 
I have no words in which to express my grati- 
tude. I am about to be released. I am study-

ION S HERALD contained the follow- 
ing, recently: 


A new day has certainly dawned in Mexico 
when its politicians take to quoting the Bible 
in their speeches in Congress. Recently Luis 
Cabrera—remembered in this country as a 
member of the commission on Mexican affairs 
that met at Atlantic City last year—produced 
a Latin Testament in the course of a speech in 
the Mexican Congress, and read, as part of 
his speech, an extract from Christ’s arraign- 
ment of the scribes and Pharisees. When a 
fellow-deputy called for a translation Cabrera 
was equal to the occasion and gave a good 
one. 
“The incident,’? says Dr. John W. Butler 
in a letter just received from him, ‘‘ had wide 
circulation through the daily press. Thus for 
the first time in all her history Mexico is wak- 
ing up to the fact that there is such a book as 
the Bible, and this episode in Congress is like- 
ly to create an increased demand for it.’’ 

Some two years ago, it appears, a friend do- 
- nated a copy of the Bible in Spanish to Sefior 
Cabrera. In his letter of acknowledgment, 
among other things, Cabrera said: ‘‘ The 
Bible is the book of all ages, of all nations 
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ing God’s Word every day. I believe he wil 
hear and answer my prayer. I believe Gor 
will help me become a new man in body an 
soul. I resolve to findGod. I want to thanl 
you for helping me.” 

Another writes: “‘I have lived as a blin< 
man for many years, spending days and night: 
behind iron bars. Weeping in my darkenec 
cell, feeling that the world and its joys were 
no more for me, I was beginning to think tha’ 
I had never thought about God, never carec 
to go to the temple to pray when I had the 
chance; but here in my distress you came tc 
me with a wonderful book which I never say 
before. I began to read, and now for the firs! 
time feel the hope of a new life come into my 
soul. I want to thank you with all my heart 
for your gift, which I am studying diligently, 
and which is bringing peace to my soul, and 
a hope for release from this sinful exist- 
ence. I have great determination in my new 
hope.”’ 

Our hearts were deeply touched when we re- 
ceived such letters as these, and we felt sure 
we had made no mistake in pushing our proj- 
ect. ‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.’’

and of all men. . .. The volume you have 
had the goodness to give me is inestimable. 
. . . [can assure you that it will always be 
kept near me among the few books at the head 
of my bed.’”’ In describing present-day con- 
ditions in Mexico in relation to the Bible, Dr. 
Butler says: 

‘“When Maximilian, for awhile emperor of 
Mexico, gave his consent in 1867 for the open- 
ing of a Bible store in one of the principal. 
streets of the capital city, the people were 
scandalized and the conservatives were sim- 
ply furious. But the store has remained open, 
from that time until the present. During four 
hundred years of dominant influence only once. 
has the Roman Catholic Church published the 
Holy Scriptures in this country, and for it 
they charged $150 a copy. From Europe they 
have imported a limited number of the Amat 
and Scio Bibles in Spanish with notes. Both 
these consist of four or five volumes and are 
also too expensive except for the rich. The: 
New Testament in Latin is occasionally found. 
here, but I have never seen any of these edi- 
tions available for less than $30. To-day the 
Bible Society sends forth the Blessed Book in 
the vernacular, and at prices ranging from 
forty cents up to several dollars.’ The Amer- 
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can Society recently completed the circula- 
ition here of a million copies of the entire 
900k or parts.”’ 

Well can Dr. Butler add: “Surely there is 
a better day coming for Mexico.’’ Andinthe 
hastening of that day Dr. Butler himself has 
had no small part. 
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To this may be added this paragraph from 
a recent letter of Dr. Butler’s to Dr. Haven: 


Down here we all think that Mr. Jordan is 
doing a great work. He certainly has put new 
life into the Agency. The Bible is being 
sought after in Mexico more than ever.

‘ciety, was born at Vellore, India, in 1864, the 
sson of the Rev. Dr. Jacob Chamberlain, the 
‘famous missionary of the Reformed Church in 
‘America. Hecame to 
‘this country for his 
‘college education, 
: graduating at Rutgers 
‘College in 1886. He 
/spent one year, 1886- 
1887, in the service of 
‘the American Tract 
Society; taught the 
‘next year in the Rut- 
gers College Prepara- 
tory School; gradu- 
ated from the New 
Brunswick Seminary 
in 1891; was ordained 
in that year as a mis- 
sionary, and joined 
the Arcot Mission. 
From that time until 
1914 he was stationed 
at Madanapalle, India, 
with brief intervals at 
other stations. 

Retiring from mis- 
sion work in 1915, to 
give his daughters a 
home and an educa- 
tion, he entered the 
service of the Society, 
in which he has now 
been promoted to his 
present responsible 
position. 

On the mission field 
he was interested in 
the development of 
the Christian community and its native lead- 
ers, and was organizer and chairman of The 
Indian Church Board,’’ formed for devolv- 
ing the work of the Mission upon the 
native church. He was deeply interested 


in co-operative movements between mis- 


sions, and also in promoting good relations 
between the Government and the Missions. 
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He took a leading part in the Christian En- 
deavor movement, and in general promoted 
union activities on the mission field. He held 
the responsible post of Mission secretary, 
while his literary ability made him useful 
in addresses and articles in papers and mag- 
azines and in the 
preparation of text- 
books. This was very 
helpful preparation 
for his present office. 

Inheriting as he 
does missionary tradi- 
tions of the best kind, 
he has developed the 
gifts and graces of a 
competent adminis- 
trator of such a trust 
as is now committed 
to his hands. Hiscol- 
leagues welcome him, 
not as a stranger, but 
as a brother beloved, 
and are happy to in- 
troduce him, both in 
the picture and in this 
brief word, to the 
larger constituency 
with which he will now 
be brought into in- 
timate contact. 

He has already 
shown marked skill 
and wisdom, espe- 
cially in connection 
with the laborious 
duties growing out of 
the holding of the So- 
ciety’s Centenary, and 
since then, in the new 
responsibilities rising 
out of the war, when 
still heavier burdens have been laid upon him. 

The Society has, after long deliberation and 
with full knowledge of his qualifications, 
asked him to assume the duties of his present 
high office, and he enters upon their discharge 
with the confidence of his colleagues and of 
the Board, that he is a workman needing not 
to be ashamed. 
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Appropriations and Estimates for 1918 


E lay before our readers our appro- 
priations and estimates for the year 
1918—the financial year of the Society now 
being identical with the calendar year—as 


follows: 


For the Home Agencies, $87,156, to be 
divided as below; 

For the Foreign Agencies, $213,436, to be 
divided as below ($145,450 is the cash appro- 
priation from America, and $67,986 the esti- 
mated receipts from sales of Scriptures, 
church collections, and individual gifts in 
those lands, which are not forwarded to the 
Bible House in New York as they are in the 
case of the nine Home Agencies, but are re- 
tained on the field as an addition to the ap- 
propriations); 

To meet emergencies connected with For- 
eign Agencies and the miscellaneous grants 
in funds and books to fields in Europe, Africa, 
and Asia, where the Society has no regular 
Agencies, $5,000; 

For the translation and revision of the 
Scriptures, largely for foreign lands, $5,000; 

For the manufacture of Scriptures at the 
Bible House in New York, $225,000—(These 
books are used chiefly in the Home Agencies 
of the Society and really are a supplement to 
their appropriation. Books are also sent 
from the Bible House to Latin-American 
countries, where they are included in the ap- 
propriations to the Agencies); 

For the administrative and office expenses, 
which include the salaries of the officers, the 
clerical force at the Bible House, and all the 
cost of leaflets, the BrBLE SociETY RECoRD, 
postage, traveling expenses, etc., $50,000; 

For the miscellaneous grants of Scriptures 
and emergency items in the home field, 
$10,000 ; 

For the expenses connected with the real 
estate of the Society and other capital charges, 
$15,000 ; 

The above Appropriations and Estimates 
total $610,592. 

A number of items impossible to estimate, 
and the increased cost of production and dis- 
tribution in this country and abroad, owing 
to the constant rise in prices, will undoubt- 
edly bring this figure up to a total of $670,000 
before the year is closed.

Seven State Governors on Khaki Testaments 


HE governors of seven states—in addi- 
tion to Governor Charles S. Whitman, 

of New York, whose words we have already 
published—have expressed themselves, with 
more or less official formality, as to the value 


of the Society’s work for the Army and Navy. 
We give them as fully as possible within the 
limits of our space, as follows: 


Governor W. W. Edge, New Jersey: 

‘‘ Realizing the deep spiritual need of our troops 
abroad, the Army and 
Navy chaplains and the 
National War Work Coun- 
ciliof thes Mi Cy Armare 
calling for over a mil- 
lion Bibles. In response 
to this demand, the Amer- 
ican Bible Society has un- 
dertaken the burden of 
publishing and distribut- 
ing these books and has 
thereby incurred obliga- 
tions to the extent of 
$400,000. Bibles are al- 
ready on their way to the 
trenches. The Society 
has undertaken this ob- 
ligation in the faith that 
the patriotic citizens of 
America will stand by, and 
raise this special fund. 

‘It is hoped that New 
Jersey will respond in its 
usual liberal manner to 
this most necessary and 
patriotic fund.” 


Governor Frank O. 
Lowden, of Illinois 
(who sends a per- 
sonal gift): 

‘““T am heartily in sym- 
pathy with this movement. 

The New Testament is 
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the best answer in all the world to the claim of the 
German military autocracy that ‘ might is right.’ 

‘‘ Nothing would so much strengthen the arms and 
renew the courage of our soldiers in the field as a 
frequent recurrence to the Gospels. 

‘‘T sincerely hope that you may find all the sup- 
port you require in carrying out successfully this 
cause.” 


Governor Frederick D. Gardner, Missouri: 


‘““T very heartily indorse the endeavor of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society to raise a fund of $400,000 for the 
purpose of supplying the Army and Navy with Bibles, 
and earnestly hope the good people of Missouri will 
contribute with their usual generosity to this most 
worthy cause.

‘Trust in God, confidence in immortality, be- | 
lief in sacrifice—these are the things which have made 
Christian armies the most formidable in the world. | 
And Kansas can do no less than to aid in its support 
of the morals of our army. An oversubscription to © 
the fund will do it.’’ 


Governor Norbeck, South Dakota (who sends | 
his check): 


“‘T am in receipt of your letter of November 27th, 
requesting a contribution to the American Bible So- 
ciety of New York for the purpose of assisting the 
Society in the distribution of New Testaments among | 
our soldier boys.

Mud and Missionaries in Siam 


R. IRWIN gives a vivid description 

first of the mud of Siam and then of 
the missionaries and their struggle to perfect 
the translation of the Scriptures. He says: 


The past few months have been a bit strenu- 
ous, but this week I am forced to stop and 
rest awhile, through a curious mistake of 
Bachtell’s writing twenty-second for twenty- 
eighth as the date for conference with his col- 
porteurs. I reached here on the twentieth 
after a hard journey through mud and gullies. 
My pony proved too light and I had to walk 
most of the way. When the little thing al- 
most mired he would look so pathetically at 
me,and I would have to roll off into the mud! 
In one place, the worst, I was by his side, 
and he crowded close to me and almost el- 
bowed me off the road altogether into a hide- 
ous-looking ditch. By a frantic effort I suc- 
ceeded in turning his head the other way, but 
he turned it so suddenly that I toppled for- 
ward and went hands deep into the soft mud. ~ 


For a moment the people along the road, 
might have been at a loss to know which was _ 
horse and which man, for we were so covered 
with mud as to be hardly recognized. We 
certainly were a pretty pair of creatures. 
I had planned, as I told you, to go on to 
Chiengtung from here, but I want to attend 
part of the annual meeting of the North Siam 
Mission and cannot make that trip and do it. 
Therefore I now plan to visit, with Mr. Bach-_. 
tell, the churches of Muang Fang, six days 
northwest, and Muang Pao, several days far- 
ther on, across the Chiengmai border, then 
go to Chiengmai for the meeting. We willbe - 
a few days late, but that does not matter. i 
shall probably stay only about three days, then : 
push on to Bangkok so as to have acouple of — 
days in the city and book rooms before sitting 
with the Revision Committee on the Psalms at 
Pitsanuloke. This willrun us up to Christmas. 
Then, before the end of the month, I hope t 
get off the annual report and estimates. Early 
in January I must come north again and make 
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ae trip to Chiengtung and Chiengrung, if my 
thinese passport comes. The new station at 
thiengrung is open. Dr. Mason and Mr. 
‘eebe are there. Dr. Mason returns in De- 
tember to take his family back and I want to 
eccompany them, if possible. Four pony 
acks of books went up there two months ago.

E have great pleasure in announcing 

the appointment of Dr. José Marcial- 
Dorado as the Society’s Agent for Central 
America, including Panama and the Canal 
Zone. Dr. Marcial is now in New York pre- 
paring to undertake his new duties. He is 
a Spaniard by birth, thirty-six years of age, 
the son of'a Presbyterian minister, once con- 
nected with the Scotch Presbyterian Mission 
in Spain. The father, now deceased, born 
in the Roman Catholic Church, became a 
Protestant under the preaching of fervent 
Scottish missionaries when he was an offi- 
cer in the Spanish army, with every expec- 
tation of preferment and worldly success. 
He and his family ever since have been de- 
voted Christians of the Protestant faith. The 
father became a noted missionary in North 
Africa and was also connected with the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in Spain. The son 
grew up in the Bible House in Madrid and 
followed in his father’s footsteps. 

Through a succession of extraordinary hap- 
penings he was brought to the notice of the 
American Bible Society as a rising man of 
power in Spain, not only in Christian work 
but as a literary man and a leader in the 
struggle for enlightenment. He enters upon 
his work with the true missionary spirit and 


with a wide experience in dealing with men 
(both Catholic and Protestant) inSpain. Such 
a man ought to prove a strong reinforcement 
to the missionary body in Latin America. He 
goes forth from us filled with the spirit of con- 
secration to a great task. 

Ture death of Mrs. Lenora N. Bracken- 
ridge (Matthews), a Life Member of the So- 
ciety for the last sixty-five years, deserves 
mention in these columns. Her brother, Mr. 
Robert J. Brackenridge, who informs us of 
the fact, tells us that she was made a Life 
Member by her father, on April 27,1853; only 
three Life Members of the family are living, in- 
cluding himself, his brother and sister.

Tur figures from the Southwestern Agency 
(Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, and Oklahoma) 
for the last ten years make an interesting 
study. They show that there has been a 
steady increase in the number of copies dis- 
tributed, rising from 11,077 in 1908 to 221,443 
in 1917, and in values of books from $2,291.29 
to $33,104.40. During the last three or four 
years the appropriation has been less, and in 
these years the number of whole Bibles sold. 
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has not increased proportionately, but even 
diminished—the difference being made up in 
the sales of Testaments and especially of por- 
tions. The gifts during the same period 
show, on the whole, a decided increase— 
though not proportionately as large as the 
distribution—rising from $4,008.85 in 1911 to 
$5,804.19 in 1917; and this does not include 
gifts received for the Army and Navy Testa- 
ment Fund.

THE gifts from the four principal sources 
for the two years 1916-1917 show a decided 
improvement in the totals for 1917, the in- 
crease amounting to $16,247.27.

‘“* * > We will prize these copies at the 
office of the Board of Home Missions, and 
will hail this as ared-letter day in the advance 
of the missions to the pagan Indians, when 
at last, after the long years of waiting, the 
Navahos can read or hear read so much of the 
Word in their native tongue. It was inter- 
esting to receive areport from one of our mis- 
Sionaries from the Navaho Reservation in the 
Presbytery of Santa Fe, New Mexico, in which 


he made the following reference to this publi- 
cation: 
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‘“““My interpreter and I are very much inter- 
ested in reading the Navaho Bible, which is 
just off the press of the American Bible So- 
ciety. It is bound in khaki, to stand the hard- 
ships of reservation life and Navaho camps 
(when the children take them home), but it is 
very neat and attractive. This translation is 
going to prove of inestimable value in spread- 
ing the gospel among the Navahos. History 
is repeating itself; for, as you may remem- 
ber, the language was first reduced to writing 
by the early missionaries. Already our in- 
terpreters are writing letters to each other in 
the Navaho language, with their Bible as a sort 
of dictionary and literary guide. How thank- 
ful we are that they have this incentive to 
Bible study !’”’

HE ninth stated meeting of the Board
